Sweets For the Midday Dinner. 

Rice Pudding.—Wash half a cupful 
of rice thoroughly and soak it in cold 
water for two hours and drain. Add 
then three tablespoon fuls of sugar, a 
little salt, grated nutmeg, four cupfuls 
of rich sweet milk and half a cupful of 
raisins. Bake for two hours, stirring 
occasionally; then put in another cup¬ 
ful of rich milk and bake for an boor 
longer. Serve in the baking dish. ^ 

This is- a very substantial sweet for 
growing children. 

Tapioca Pudding—Soak a cupful of 
tapioca overnight In water to cover. 
Dtfin it and pot it in a quart of milk 
with a pinch of salt and cook until the 
tapioca Is transparent; then add the 
‘yolks of five well beaten eggs and sag 
arand vanilla to taste; then take from 
the fire and turn in the whites of the 
eggs, beaten to a stiff froth. Pour Into 
a buttered baking dish, set this in a 
pan of water and bake until the pad¬ 
ding thickens; then remove the under 
pan of water and bake the sweet until 
brown. 

This Is good hot dr cold, and. tapio 
ca being very digestible, such a sweet 
is especially adapted to the needs of 
invalids and children three to four 
years old. . 

French Pancake —Beat separately the 
whites and yolks of four eggs, then 
put them together, adding one cupful 
of milk, half a cupful of flour, a pinch 
of salt, the grated rind of a lemon and 
a teaspoonful of melted butter. Fry 
<^n small pancakes, turning once; then 
spread each with a little fruit Jelly, 
roll into a cone and sprinkle with pow 
dered sugar. 

A plentiful dish of these delectable 
goodies would be appreciated as much 
by the grownups as by children. 

Baked Prunes.—Soak a pound of 
Freneh prunes, drain them and put Id 
a covered baking pot with about n cup¬ 
ful of cold water; add a cupful of sug¬ 
ar, half a lemon rind and three cloves. 
Cover the vessel and bake slowly for 
three hours. This is good sweet for 
the young and delicate and if whipi>ed 
cream is added to the prunes when 
cold the emit will seem more than 
ever delicious. 

Apple Snow.—Cook peeled apples 
until soft in a thin sirup to cover 
them, and then rub through a sieve. 
There should be a pint of the pulp. 
Cool this and add the beaten white of 
an. egy a tablespoonful of sugar and 
a light squeeze of lemon Juice, whip¬ 
ping the whole with an egg beater un 
til*very light. Other fruits may be 
used In the same way, -und the sauce 
so made will be found an excellent ap¬ 
petizer for cold meats or as garnish fer 
boiled custard. 

Pate De Foie Gras Sandwiches —Get 
tin* of the delicious paste at the deli 
catessen or grocer’s, and open them 
half an hour before using. Cut white 
bread in thin Auger strips, spread the 
lower slice of the sandwich with a 
wlap of fresh tender lettuce, put a lit- 
tle^of the foie gras over this, add salt, 
cayenne and a squeeze of lemon juice. 
Cover in the usual manner. In using 
any tinned meat or fish for sandwich¬ 
es at is always advisable to add fresh 
seasoning to take away the canned 
taste. Lemon }uiee is a great reviver 
foy. canned foods. 

llayonnaise Sandwiches. — Make a 
pkjoant mayonnaise, using plenty of 
red pepper apd lemon Juice in the sea- ( 
soiling. Spread on a bit of lettuce put 
between fresh gluten bread, trimmed 
of all crust. Only a little of the may¬ 
onnaise must be used.

Beat two eggs Well, add a cupful of 
sufiRr and a tablespoonful of melted 
butter and beat again. Add half a cup- 
fuf of milk, mix two teaspoonfuls of 
baling powder with one and one-half 
capfuls of flour and stir it Into the egg 
mixture. Flavor with a teasioonful of 
lemon extract Beat it well and bake 
In a round, shallow pan. When cool 
apEt it with a long, sharp knife and 
fill it with a cream that is made while 
thd cake is baking. Boil a cupful of 
mill;, wet a teaspoonful of cornstarch 
In a little cold milk, stir It into the 
bollng milk and cook over hot water 
teak minutes, stirring often. Beat one 
egg light, add two tablespoonfuls of 
suffer and a pinch of salt and stir into 
tbathickened milk. Cook one minute, 
stir in a te&8poooful of butter and one 
of t&nilla and set away to cool.
